The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
discloses many devices for delivering snare catheters, such as US Patent No. 
6,071,233 to Ishikawa, which has a snare catheter attached to the distal end of an 
endoscope by a guide member. Prior art discloses devices with a guide for directing an 
auxiliary tool in a direction away from a primary catheter, such as US Patent No. 
6,165,195 to Wilson et al. that discloses a guide wire guide (39) for a bifurcated stent 
system, and US Patent No. 6,280,432 to Turovsky et al. that includes an angled guide 
for a cannula. USPAP No. 2005/0234297 discloses a swiveling guide on an 
endoscope, but does not qualify as prior art. Therefore, prior art fails to disclose or 
even suggest a system including a first elongate member that receives a second 
elongate member within its lumen, the second elongate member including a swiveling 
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guide pivotally attached to it, and a snare catheter extending through the lumen of the 
swiveling guide.
